Belgian Authorities Refuse 
to Help

BRUSSELS 

The Belgian authorities have refused 
to disclose any information likely. to 
lead to the return of Henry Elias; a 
Jewish boy who placed. in. a 
Franciscan. monastery in Malines in 
1943 by members of the Resistance 
Movement after hrs parents had been 
arrested and deported by the Germans. 

Henry, now aged about !2, stayed at 
the monastery until February, 1946, when 
a Malines-court placed him tm the custody 
of Belgian foster-parents who later moved 
to Brussels. His uncle ‘later travelicd 
from the Uinited States. in an effort 
trace him He found that the boy had 
heen renamed Antome Benoit. but could 
find no trace of Henry or his foster- 
parents. The authorities have refused to 
disclose the: names of the. foster-parents 
and claim that they have no knowledge 
of the  bhov’s.. whereabouts. This_ is 
regarded in Jewish circles as curious; as 
the boy's. address would almost certainly 
have appeared in the census of 1947,

EVIDENCE IN DANGER 
SINCE the Nuremberg trial of HITLER'S 
main associates seven years ago the world 
has tec able to assess the dimension of 
the Nazi crimes on the basis of proven and 
undeniable evidence. This evidence was 
contained. in a vast collection of. official 
documents produced at the trial, to which 
much more has been added by various 
investigators. In addition, there has been 
founded at Arolsen, in. Lower Saxony, an 
international tracing service—archives said 
to contain evidence relating to between ten 
and fifteen million persons who, in one form 
or another, suffered as a result of Nazi legis- 
lation and legalised brutality. . From. the 
barbaric Nuremberg laws down the 
decrees establishing the labour and concen- 
tration ie besides the death camps, all, 


or nearly all. Nazi documents have now been 
collected. 
As an historical record, and from the 


point of view of the persons concerned, this 
matertal is invaluable. It is particularly so 
to Jews, the chief sufferers, the names of 
whose millions of dead; and of some at least 
of. those who survived, being contained in 
the archives at Arolsen. It 1s, therefore, 
with the greatest surprise that we learn oe 
the. Western Powers ‘have agreed to transfe 

the international tracing service to the West 
German Government. ~And, as though to 
add insult to injury, there are. reports that 
the Bonn Government tntends to place the 
archives under the authority of Dr. THEODOR 
OBERLANDER, the Minister for Refugee 
Affairs, a fermer notorious Nazi. It 1s true 
that nominally the office is to remain also 
under. the -supervision. of an- international 
commission composed of. representatives of 
the United Nations, Great Britain, France, 
Italy, and the Benelux. countries. . The door 
is also open for these Powers to co-opt 


representatives of other countries. . But, in- 


actual fact, it will be the Bonn Government 
which will become the real power in charge 
of these documents. 3 
In view. of its officral nature and its relia- 
bility, the international. tracing service has 
for some time been the main source of 
information concerning restitution claims 
against Germany. By handing the docu- 
ments over to the Germans .a_ strange 
situation. will arise, whereby the German 
Government, a party directly concerned in 
restitution claims, will also be in control of 
evidence to be supplied by any person claim- 
ing restitution. Even if there were fewer 
Nazis in Dr. ADENAUER’S Administration 
than there are, and even if these valuable 
archives were not placed in the charge of 
Dr. OBERLANDER, it 1S easy to Imagine what 
difficulties a Jewish claimant for restitution 
might have to overcome in obtaining docu- 
mentary evidence to substantiate his claims. 


-AS we report on another page, protests. 
against this unwarranted transfer have been 
voiced this week in the Knesset. It 1s in 
Israel sooner than elsewhere that the incon- 
gruity of transferring these valuable docu- 
ments, relating to Jewish history during the 
Nazi régime. has been realised and a protest 
registered. Other Jewries, too, will no doubt 
join in the protest, and it is the duty of 
British Jewry to add its voice and prevent 
the Arolsen documents passing into German 
hands. The best custodian of the Arolsen 
archives would be the United Nations, in 
whose European Headquarters in Geneva 
they could be kept under impartial inter- 
national ‘supervision. 


SECURITY COUNCIL RESOLUTION 


Ir the matter is to be viewed objectively, 
as it.should be, there need be no cause for 
surprise that the Security Council adopted 
the tripartite resolution strongly censuring 
Israel for the attack on Qibya.. Mr. EBAN 
fought hard for the modification of the reso- 
lution, but the facts were too strong for him, 
and many of Israel's warmest sympathisers 
would. have preferred to have seen _ its 
delegate unequivocally admit his country’s 
responsibility for the incident. Such an atti- 
tude would have been more likely to modify 
the terms of the resolution than the “ 


attack ” to which the Three Great Powers

were apparently subjected. Nevertheless, it 
cannot be said that the Powers themseives 
showed the highest degree of statesmanship. 
It would have done no harm for them— 
while calling for a strengthening of the 
Truce. Supervision Organisation—to have 
recorded a keener awareness of the provoca- 
tion to which Israel has been subjected, and a 
fair measure of blame might well have been 
apportioned to Jordan for its gross fatlure 
to prevent infiltrators from crossing its 
boundaries. On the other hand, Israel can 
claim a measure of success in getting the 
Security Council to include in its resolution a 
reference to the demand for a conference with 
Jordan under Article XII of the armistice 
agreement. Perhaps the most pertinent 
remarks were those of the French delegate, 
who emphasised the vital need for all parties 
to respect the armistice agreement. This 
surely is where Great Britain can be expected 
to play a more constructive part than it has 
hitherto. No conferences or peace moves can 
hope to succeed until two conditions have 
been fulfilled: The first is that the frontiers 
are made secure from marauders from either 
side, and the second is that Israel’s neighbours 
are left with no shadow of doubt that the 
Three Powers. intend their guarantee of 
Israel's borders to be. respected. It must be 
clear to all that Her Mayjesty’s Government, 
through’ its close relationship with Jordan, 
could make a decisive contribution to the ful- 
filment of these two conditions. 


CHRISTIAN CHARITY 

A LECTURE on Jewish-Christian relation- 
ships was recently given at St. Ninian’s 
Presbyterian Church Hall, Golders Green, by 


Dr. J. Jocz, incumbent of St. John’s. Down-. 


Shire Hill, Hampstead, In the course of his 
remarks he is reported:to have said: * It 1s 
no use calling a Christiana blockhead 
because he can’t believe Moses was the last 
word on God;.or a Jew an. unbelieving 
Judas because he can’t believe Christ’ was 
the Messiah.” This utterance. seems to have 
been too much for at least one member. of 
the audience. During question-time atthe 
end of the lecture, the Rev~ M.. Foy e, 
Secretary of Hampstead and Hendon Free 
Church. Federal. Council and’ retired 
Methodist. minister, declared: “ The. Jews 
They should see that ours 
is the right religion and should be converted. 
Because they are not converted, they deserve 
to be damned... By way of contrast to this 
Strange Outburst, it is refreshing to read some 
words spoken by Dr. A. Toynspee, 
Research Professor of History in the Univer- 
sity-of London, at Edinburgh last week. At 
the conclusion of the tenth and last of his 
Gifford Lectures, Professor TOYNBEE 
declared: “ The Christian, even when he has 
laid bare his heart for Christianity and has 
Staked his life on it, must. still have the 
courage, charity, and imagination. to recog- 
nise that he has no moropoly of even a 
glimpse of the truth. Other. glimpses are 
to be found in other faiths whose precepts 
and outlook differ widely from those of the 
ancestral. faith into which he himself 
happens to have been born.” It should be 
added, however, that the words “ Jew” and 
“Judaism” could equally well replace 
‘Christian and“ Christianity,” as the 
moral is of universal application. In any 
vent, we commend Professor 
utterances to.

AID FOR IMMIGRANTS 


A LETTER. published: recently from. the 
CHier RABBI and others directed attention to 
the continuing need for aid to the immi- 
grants in the ma’abarot in Israel. It seems 
that the decline in immigration has led to a 
false impression about the position. A recent 
official statement, however, makes it clear 
that 190,000 newcomers are still living. in 
ma abaret, im tents and huts, and = at 
least two years. will pass before even half 
of them can be transferred proper 
housing. So far from improving, indeed, 
the situation in the ma’abarot is going from 
bad to worse. At the same time many other 
thousands of new immigrants outside the 
transit camps are also in a desperate 
plight. Food and clothing for the immi- 
grants and their families is therefore most 
urgently required. The campaign for send- 
ing relief must be maintained no less vigor- 
ously than before. This is an appeal to 
which we cannot turn a deaf ear. - Financial 
aid and/or gifts in kind should be addressed 
to: the Federation of Jewish Relief Orga- 
nisations, 131 Elgin Avenue, London, W.9 :
